G.S.R. 241(E). —The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules. 1 945 which 
the Central Government after consultation with the Ayurveda, Siddha and Unani Drugs Technical Advisory Board proposes 
to make, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (e) of Sub-section (2) of Section 33-N of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act 
1940 (23 of 1940), is hereby published as required by the Sub-section (i) of Section 33 -N of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act 
for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be 
taken into consideration after the expiry of a period of thirty days from the date on which copies of the Official Gazette in 
which this notification is published, are made available to the public; 

Objections or suggestions, if any, may be addressed to the Secretary, Department of Ayurveda, Yoga and 
Naturopathy, Unani, Siddha and Homoeopathy (AYUSH), Ministry of Health and Family Welfare, Indian Red Cross Society 
Building, New Delhi-110001; 

Any objection and suggestion, which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft rules within 
the period specified above will be taken into consideration by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (Amendment) Rules, 2005. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Drug and Cosmetics Rule, 1945,— 

(1) Under Rule 157, in the Schedule T, in part I, in paragraph 1.1 (N), for sub-clause (i) of clause (II) the following 
shall be substituted, namely 

“(i) (a) Expert in Ayurveda or Siddha or Unani medicine who possess a degree qualification recognized under 
Schedule II of Indian Medicine Central Council Act, 1970; 

(b) Chemist, who shall possess at least Bachelor Degree in Science or Pharmacy or Pharmacy (Ayurveda) 
awarded by a recognized University; and 

(c) Botanist (Pharmacognosist), who shall possess at least Bachelor Degree in Science (Medical) or 
Pharmacy or Pharmacy (Ayurveda) awarded by a recognized University;” 

(2) In Part II in the Note, at the end the following shall be added, namely :— “he may do so after recording 
reasons in writing.”
